Take, fur instance, both bankn of the Franer 
river, from its mouth up to the cauutis of 
the, CaRoade motnit'iiii*. Tn.ke again the 
large seotion ot couutry bctwueD tfao Frasor 
aud the bouudiiry lino— the -iDth parallnl. 
Thero is uo better «grioiilttirnl hind in tho 
Dominion. It is strange, but true, that 
tliih liuul is notably superior to that of the 
adjacent Washiiigtiui 'riTril.)ry, -a fact 
which I have often lo anl thu pe(i|ilti (>f that 
territory e.vpress with uoniler. l-^ast of the 
Cascades and i'S,t( udinL; away down to tho 
BRUio boundary lino, thero is a large belt of 
excellent tiUagP hind immediately available. 
There is much more which can bo made 
available by irrigation; for theru is l)ut 
slight rain fall there; ami irrigation is, fur 
" the most part, really less i-xpiMisive than 
oleariug^ofi' tho lieavily timbered woodland. 
X'goitiV east and north of tho Oascndos, 

w; rthero aro vast expauaea of plain country, 
growing bnnch grass luxuriantly and ad- 
mirat)ly aibiptcd for stock raising. 'I'horo 
aro, besides, nuinorons mountain valleys of 
prime cnltivateil land. 

As to tlioRO woodlands, what ajipHls many 
fauuors who are "inlirju of i)urpoKe," is 
tho immense growth of the liiid)or. 
Douglas pines and nalars, from three to 
'ten feet m diameter ''at the stump," and 
from sixty to ono hundred a ad twenty feet 
higi-::^olv('ay8 straight as au arrow -abound 
almost everywhere iu tho woodland dis- 
&ictB; whilst in blhor places thero are 
•' ihicketB of suinllor timber, but growing so 
densely as to bo almost as imi)aHsable as a 
tropical jmiglo. It is \hv groat rainfall 
iij>on the coast Koetiini ami upon the incmn- 
tttin ranges of tin? I'lasiorn portion of tho 
Province, together wiih the mildriesH of tho 
cliuiato and the entire ahsem^u of any very 
high, winds, which- causes this profuse 
growth of evorvthing ot the tree or .shrub 

■•' kind. Whilst " 
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that o"f any other pl.-.ee in the world, 'J'he 
climate of the central seelinn, running 
north and south through the interior, has 
b'nt a slight rain fall, and is iMmsidcrably 
more hot in summer ami colder iu wiutor. 
It is, however, exceedingly healthy, aud is' 
often resorted to by invalids with%rhom tho 
dumper idr of tho coast does not well 
■ sgree. >Jov<Mthe!ess, (he wIkiIc I'rovinco 
may be safely described as healthy. Iu 
ahort, the intending iniiuigiant into Jiritish 
Columbia may In l e hiid any climate which 
he may wish o.\eepi a tr(j|iiral one. 

These uasts forests of gigantic timber, 
now furnish and will furnish for ages to

every variety. As it is aliout certain 
that'the Pra"irie Provinces can never bo 
successful fruit-growcr.s, here is, in it- 
self , .wbatproraises to be an important 
source of traffic bet%yeeni and British 
Columbia.

which now it bears. .Most i)f us reiueni 
ber the excitement about the gold 
mines and tho former richness of their 
product. We hear U^ss about it now; 
because, as those so-callctl ''iiiiiies" 
were alluvial waaiiiiii^s, .iiiil the t;reater 
number of their .sites yet discovered 
have been pretty well washed out, there 
is conipanitively little gold- 'iiiiiiiiiig 
done now. But these s''*'''''' ^iccuniula- 
tions of gold duuf, in the benches of 
the Fraser and its Inbiuaries and else 
where, eame, of ci3ur.si), fruni ijreii'. de- 
posits of gold-bearinj,' ipiart/,, borne 
from the partially disinteyruted native 
rock. (!oKl quartz mining may bo mid 
to have been as yet untried in this 
Province.. The reaKons, doubtle.ss, are 
the difficfilties of "pro'spectinL'," owin;; 
to the depth of soil anil liea\ v growin;; 
timber coveririt; the surface of rhi' auri- 
ferious ijuiirti; uisliiels; and, in a .still 
greater degree, to tKe dillirully and ex- 
jiense of getting heavy inachinery irans- 
ferrod to the more promising gold din- 
tricts of the fur interior. Now that a 
railroad is being opened into and across 
that interior, we may soon re.sapoiiably 
expect to hear that gold mining has 
there taken a fresh .start, am! a more 
vigorous one than ever. It is well 
known that the coal now lieing vigor- 
ously minedon Vancouver Island is ilie 
evry best on tJlB whole- Paciti>; ('oast; 
and there are-I should call them-the 
most convincing rea.sons for the belief 
that tliu eual bi-ils of Na,oonii(j, V .in- 
couver, (extend uiuli'r the (!iilf of 
Georgia, to the Mainlau.l. J will aihl

The gr-io e\eitemeni 
of for.iner yearn about gold inining e inie 
to a collapse. Hy the census of l.SSj,

Tho last hcpoa of peace sirt! dyiiur aw^.y 
The .news thiit came yoaturduy . ie moio 
■warlike than ever. TUo Ruaaians would 

. appear to bo disposed to take the initia' 
• tive, and are placing their fluota and 
? armies in" ailuatioiis moat advantageous 

' ■ for'' offensiva "operations. llussian di- 
"plomacy is another nume for duplicity 
Her statesmen have never hesitated to 
resort to deliberate falsehoods to deceive 

s an enemy. Tho massacre of Siiiope, in 
1853, when the Russian tleot opened fire 
on the Turkish fleet, while it rode peuco- 
.„^lly afc, aDGhor with no thought of hos- 
tiltty, was the first intimation of the in- 
tention of Russia to declare war. That 
treacherous act thrilled tho world with 
horror and was followed by the Crimean 
war in which England and France joined 
with Turkoy ta put down Russian aggros- 
siona iu- tho Black Sea. To day Oroat 
Britain is alone in her opposition to 
RuHsia, because India and not Europe is 
threatened. Turkey desires to be neutral, 
"'bdt'sE'e'iaay be dragged into the cqnfliot 
t)ofore long. Indeed, the whole of 

■ Europe may yet be found ranged on one 
aide or tho other. No one doubts tho 
ability c)f Great Britain to more than 

' hold hor own. She ( as tho grandest 
. ntivy the world has ever known and it is 
^armed-^^with tho mjst improved appliances 
'for.bUiud Jetting. Shu hits a grout and 
niitgnificenily equipped army under ex- 
periuuced generals already moving Id- 
wiiids tho Afgluioistitn fr iiiier; she \\m 
ihu riiw material ui hnuic, in India and 
the ooluuie.s witli ivlucli t'< form many 
fru.tti armiDa; and, abii>e and beyond all, 
aho has unlniiited credit. It mnm^y were 
required by her tu buy ail the navies of 
' the world — as ihe Chilian navy has ju.st 
been bought — it would bo ftirthcoiniiig. 
Money, as it is well known, .vill buy any 
thing," Russia, on the other hand, is 

. practically bankrupt. All her resources 
for raising a revenue were exhausted long 
ago and she has only boon able to borrosv 
lately at a groat aacrilice. The Crimean 
war added at least seven hundred million 
roubles to tho obligations of tliu empire; 
and betw^een 1859 and 1884 upwards of 
two hundred uiillion pounds sterling were 
raised in foreigii markets on one pretense 
or another. The pace of borrowing has 
been terrific and when it is known that 
Rothschild has refused to lend Russia a 
dollar for the purpose of fighting England 
the'^traitsi to which -the Ozar will bo

, t In the war which now seems imminent 
Raacia will depend for victory on a sud- 
den ; dash. Of men — excellent fighting 
material — she has abundance; but 
if the contest should extend over 

'.a single campaign it will bo a very 
costly affair and tho nation will break 
down beneath the load. Peter tho Great, 

«...ia his will,. left on record a planter the 
subju^aEoB -of -Europe and the erection 
of India into a Russian province. Foiled 
in their efforts to perform tho first mighty 
task Peter's more recent successors have 
directed thoir stepn towards Afuhanistan 
with the object of seizing and fortifying 
Herat, the gato of India, so that at some 
i'future time and at her leisure she may 
•^oSsfeBB"^ herself of the whole of Britdin's 
Indian empire. To preserve the integrity 
of India Great Britain is now preparing 
for, war. There is no nation on the face 
of the globe in a similar condition of pre- 
parednesa." Many thousands of her arti 
zans are out of work and are eager to en- 
list to escape tho pinch of poverty at 
home. The colonies are bursting with 
patriotism and a desire to fiijht for tho 
mother country, and hor navy and army 
are most efficient. If England and Rus- 
sia are 'destined to fight again no bettor 

" opportunity (for tho former nation) than 

■ ■tSe' present will ever occur. The ilus- 
»5an press and people are crying aloud for 
war, while tho statesmen of that country 
profess an ardent desire for peace.

There is no denying 
that both nations are borniug for a conflict. 

^Itussia is a, perpetual menace to the peace 
of the world. If she had the money and 

- posBossed a general as able as Napoleon I., 
she would be a worse nuisance in Europe 
than France iu her moat turbniont days. 
Some day or another— say 50 years hence — 
all tho re.st of Europe -.vill Hko as one man 

• to put down the common eneriiy or will 
crook the kueo to her power. In tho ovout 
of war England will scotch Itus.sia's power, 
but she will not kill it. The livst would bo 

■ too large a contract for ono nation to ac- 
eomplish iu a short time. So Russia will 
sot be. pnnished as she deserves until all 
the European powers combine to eithei- 
driveiher out of Europe or cut hor up into 
small principalities which will so frequent- 
ly war with each other that they will have 
no tiine- to bother with their nei'ghborH' 
affairs.
